Light is the vehicle of the ſweet influences of 
heaven; Ir is the great guide and direQor of Aci- 
ons: and ſo it's not only for ſhew , bur Service. 


He that walketh in the Light, ( faith Chriſt-who jy, x: 5, 


was the true light,) flambleth not becauſe be ſeeth 
_ the. light. of. this World. Now thus it is with thoſe 
who are able Miniſters of the New Teſtament, 
They are that to the body Myſtical, the Church, 
which the eye is to the body Natural, They are our 
Spicitual guides unto Salvation; not only Mercurial 
Statues, pointing the way. to others, and ſtanding 
ill themſelves, bur like the Star.that did-not only 
lighten, but /ead the wiſemen of che Eaſt, till they 
came to the Child Jeſus. BL 
And. if we be lights indeed, we ſhall nor think 
it enough, that we. have lamps, unleſs we have 
011 in Our Lamps; Nor that we have oyl in them, 
ualeſs they are burning and ſhining, ſo; as to. give 
light unto others ; by -our holy, lite.;and doarine, 
bringing thereby glory to Gad, credit to Religion, |

miſe yeu made ſolemnly at your Ordination, to frame 
and faſhion both your ſelves and families,according to 
the dottrine of Chriſt, and ſo make your ſelves and 
them, as much as in you lies, examples 10 
the flock, Set this your ſeal to your Miniſtry, 
and Jer your whole life be a conſtagt ex- 
emplifying of a Chriſtians duty, and ſo a continual 
Sermon before their eyes, that ſo they may by this 
filent Rhetorick be induced to approve of that pure 
and undefiled Religion, which they ſee us pratiſe 
| our ſelves,as well as profeſs and Preach toothers.Re- 
| member your title of Light, and ſo labour to reſem- 
ble the Sun-beams herein, that through whatſoever 
place you pals,.you may retain your purity. Vhar 
{ if you be for a while Ecclipſed, bythe interpolition 
_ of a variable fickle world, the irrational humours of 
| the inconſtant vulgar > ſhew your ſelves as the 
Church in the Revelations is repreſented, having the 
Moon under your feer, and by an unoffenfive walk- kcyr«.1z. x. 
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ing ſtop their mourhes, and fo take an holy revenge 
of them, who ſo far malign your office, as to charge 
the aberrations of particular Perſons upon the Office 
it ſelf, And then though you may be darkned for a 
while by the clouds of mens paſſions and prejudices, 
yet will it be only to this inferior World, not to the 
upper ſtarry region; and when you have finiſhed 
your courſe, and accompliſhed your periodick mo- 
tion, and ſo long ſhined before others, till ( like a 
lamp or candle ) you have conſumed your ſelves, 
God hath promiſed to exalt you to an higher Orb,by 
an happy Apotheoſis, nigh unto himſelf ; even there, 
where when as others ſhall ſhine only as the bright- 
neſs of the firmament, they that turn many uno 
righteouſneſs ſhall ſhine as the ſtars for ever and 
ever. 
Now that which in my Text is ſaid unto Mini- 
ers , our Saviour ſaith in a ſenſe to all Chriſtians, 
Every one that is of the Light, muſt walk as 4 Child 


of the Light. Adorn the Dofrine of our Lord and Sa- 


viour 13 all things, bring credit and honor to Reli- 
2ion by an Holy Life, walk worthy of God 10 all well- 
pleaſing. The word es ſignifies a man as well as 
light, to denote (as ſome Cricicks) that men ought 
to live as lights unto others. Chriſtians muſt let rhe 
world ſee, that there is as much difference between 
them and others, as between light and darkneſs, and 
{ſo they muſt make the beauty of holineſs, which 
they heard of only by the hearing of the ear, viſible 
ro their wery eyes; that men may become admirers 
and practiſers of our Religion, and ſo have reaſon 10 
glorifie God on your behalf : which leads me tothe 
third aud laſt general, viz,

ſuffer pride to interpoſe and rob God of his juft 
Glory, bur all our ſhining muſt be with a deſign to 


 glorifie him, who is the Father of Lrghis, Our good 


actions muſt be without hypocriſie, not rempered 
with intereſt, but directed to that which ſhould be 
che chief end of all our a&ions, as it was of onr- be- 
ings, vi7, Gods honour, that men may ſee our good 
works, and glorifie, not us, but our Farber which is 
in heaven. This as it is a duty incumbent upon all 
men, ſo eſpecially upon thoſe who are near unto 
him, in the Miniſtry, and ſo as his Ambaſſadours 
are to be tender of the credit of their Lord and Me- 
fer. But now when we are ſaid here to plorifie 
God, it cannor be underſtood of any real glory ad- 
ded unto him, who is infinitely and Eflentially glo- 
rious, and ſo neither better for our praiſes, or the 
worſe for our diſpraiſes 3 but then we honour him,, 
when in our thoughts, words, and ations, we ſet 
forth his Excellent glory : or asthe Schoolmen will 
have it, Gods glory may be conſidered two ways, 
either as it is 2 him, and (o it is incapable of having 
any thing added to. it, or taken from ir, as being a 
confluence and union of thoſe many. tranſcendent 


- excellencies thar are in him; or clſe it may: be con- 


ſidered in relation, to it's menifeſtation ro the crea- 
ture, and ſo we may glorifie and honour him,when 


we: 
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we praiſe him either with our tongue, (which theres 
fore. is called our glory) or by our holy lives, giving 
occaſion unto others to ſpeak good of bis name. Thar 
chis is our duty, might be. more lJargly ſhewed, by 
the expreſs Command of God, who requireth this 
homage and tribute as due unto him, from all his 
Creatures, particularly rational, who are the fitteſt 
agents for this work, as being endued with reaſon, 
and ſpeech for this very end; but eſpecially his own 
people,and among them his Miniſters, which makes 
the Pſalmiſt to call upon 7/rael and the houſe of 
Aaron to praiſe the Lord. lr is indeed bur reaſon- 
able that we ſhould acknowledge a dependance 
that we have on him, the relation that we have to 
him , and the intereſt he hath in us, Ir is but che 
honour that is due #wt9 his name, who hath in this 
work complicated our intereſt with our duty, ſee- 
ing in gloritying him, we do honour our ſelves, as 
doing the work of Angels here below, and begin 
thoſe Hallelsjahs to the Lord our God, which will 
be our happineſs to carry on in Heaven, to all Eter- 
nity, Vhich God of His. Mercy grant ehrough 
Jeſus Chriſt, |
